We published a short time ago»a paras 
graph from a Hobart Town paper announ- 
cing the arrival-of the Morayshire at Nor- 
folk.

tlement of nearly 200 souls. Owing to the 
frugal and temperate habits of the people 
and the health of the climate, the population

The history of the mutiny of the Bounty 
has almost faded from the recollection -o 
the present generation’ although it has been 
duly chronicled.

Tre following letter, from an intelligent 
German in Walker’s service, tothe New 
Orleans Deutche Zeitung, tells the tale of 
the condition and prospects of the remnant 
or bis ¥ictiins in unmistakable and, we have 
every reason to believe, perfectly true lan- 
puage 

“Viren Bay. Dec. 1, 1855. 

“Within the last thirty days our army has 
lost 400 men by death in the hospital, 100 
have been shot 50 have deserted, and over 
300 are now on the sick-list. We have 
but little medicine, but poor phys‘cians are 
plenty. Wecan muster, all told, but 300 
men fit for service, ‘The enemy number at 
least 5000 men, among whom are many 
well drilled Luropeans—Englishmen, Ger- 
inaus and Frenchmen. From this you may 
judge what are our hopes and anticipations. 
Such of us as are not carried off by disease 
have the pleasant prospect ahead of ‘being 
shot down by the enemy, 

“Alter our second assault upon Massays, 
being compelled with theloss of many men, 
Walker issued an order to burn down Gran- 
ada, and to retire to Virgin Bay on the ‘Tran- 
sit route, ‘To accomplish vur removal the 
two steamers would hive had to return four 
tines. Walker Jeft. on the first trip, and, 
as my company is attached to his body 
guard, it was my good fortune to leave with 
him,—'Those who were left behind immedi- 
ately commenced firing the city, and breaking 
inte the houses in search of booty. where they 
found stores of the best brandy and of course 
all hands got drunk. For two whole days 
Henningsen found it impossible to get a single 
nan to work, ta bring the amunition or the 
contents of the arsenals to the boats. he 
cueny was of course informed of all this, and 
goon attacked the town with 2000 men, 
seized the docks,aud shutin some 200 of 
our men, A guard of thirty civilians, who
